Tus year has been singularly fatal to literary men.

Let me, then, without further preface, con- 
vey to you intelligence of the departure from life of 
Jasmin. He was a poet in the tongue of “that soft 


bastard Latin,” /a Langue d’Oc—one of the last | 


troubadours. Fortune frowned on him, as she does 


on all great poets ; the stranger’s staircase and for- |

He tells 
in one of his poems how, when he was playing on 
one of the squares of Agen, he saw his grandfather 
borne past in a great armchair carried by two men. 
Astonished at the sight, he quitted his games and 
ran after the old man with, “Say, grandfather, 
whither goest thou?” The old man replied, “I am 
going, darling, to the hospital ; there all the Jasmins 
die.”” The lugubrious reply sank in the child’s 
mind, may be deposited there the grain of poetry 
which was some time later to grow into a fair tree. 
Life soon challenged him to labor, for in the family 
of the poor infancy is early taught that it has hands 
as well as mouth, and in its scanty budget every 
contribution is of sensible value.

and his wife was amusing at having discovered a 
secret which had puzzled them so long. He hada 
thousand things to tell me; in particular, that he 
had only the day before received a letter from the 
Duchess of Orleans informing him that she had 
ordered a medal of her late husband to be’ struck, 
the first of which would be sent to him; she also 
announced to him the agreeable news of the king 
having granted him a pension of a thousand francs. 
He smiled and wept by turns as he told all this, 
and declared, much as he was elated at the posses- 
sion of a sum which made him a rich man for life, 
the kindness of the Duchess gratified him even 
more. He then made us sit down while he read us 
two new poems, both charming and full of grace 
and naiveté, and one very affecting, being an ad- 
dress to the king, alluding to the death of his son. 
As he read his wife stood by, and fearing we did not 
quite comprehend his language, she made a remark 
to that effect, to which he answered impatiently : 
‘ Nonsense !—don’t you see they are in tears?’ 
This was unanswerable, and we were allowed to 
hear the poem to the end, and I certainly never 
listened toanything more feelingly and energetically 
delivered. We had much conversation, for he was 
anxious to detain us, and in the course of it he told 
me that he had been by some accused of vanity. 
‘Oh!’ he rejoined, ‘what would you have!* I 
am a child of nature, and cannot conceal my feel- 
ings; the only difference between me and a man of 
refinement is, that he knows how to conceal his 
vanity and exultation at success, while I let every- 
body see.’” 

Jasmin came to Paris again in 1854, and was 
invited to Saint Cloud, where, after declaiming some 
of his most pathetic pieces, he unexpectedly de- 
claimed an appeal in verse, which he had written 
for the occasion, to move the French Emperor to re- 
call M. Baze, an eminent advocate, born at Agen, 
from exile. The prayer was instantly granted. 
Jasmin came here again in 1859 to declaim his 
poetry for the Literary Men’s and Artists’ Orphans’ 
Asylum. He met, on these last visits to Paris, cold 
greetings. The French are not a poetical race, and 
poetry with them is as much a thing of fashion as 
the cut of a woman’s habits. Where is the French 
poet, except those the schools keep in everybody’s 
hand, fifty years old, who is read? All literary 
works of the French are ephemeral, because in those 
walks of literature where scholarship is required 
the national levity of character renders their works 
useless. Their histories have never been anything 
but huge political pamphlets, written to serve party 
ends.

He was 
for some time keeper of the Sovereigns’ Museum in 
the Louvre, but was dismissed last year in conse- 
quence of newspaper criticisms he made on the 
chief keeper’s organization of the Fine Arts Exhi- 
bition of 1863. He was a grand-nephew of Mira- 
beau. I regret to state that the condition of M. 
Scudo’s health has grown considerably worse. 
He has become a most violent maniac, and it has 
been found necessary to take every mechanical pre- 
caution to restrain his excesses. The trade have 
lost M. Benjamin Duprat, one of our eminent pub- 
lishers and foreign booksellers, who devoted him- 
self almost entirely to publications relating to the 
Oriental languages. He was the publisher and 
bookseller of all the Oriental societies inthe world, 
and while his shop was not so extensive as those 
of England and Germany, it was tolerably well 
stocked, and he could obtain any work published, 
for his correspondence was most extensive. Botany, 
however, was his favorite pursuit, although he was 
conversant with the science of language (as indeed 
his catalogue of Boissonnade’s, Bournouf’s, and Jo- 
mard’s libraries avouches), and not a stranger to lit- 
erature. He was thoroughly educated before he 
entered the trade, under the auspices of M. Merlin, 
Sr. He next found employment in the shop of M. 
Theophile Barrois, who made him, first his partner, 
and then sold the concern to him. If Iam not 
mistaken, M. Barrois was the founder of the first 
Anglo-French bookshop and publishing office in this 
country, and the Galignanis are the children of his 
M. Duprat died quite suddenly, and 
only sixty-two years old. His shop was hidden at 
the bottom of an old cloister, near the Sorbonne, 
which it was next to impossible to find. One day 
a new boulevard shot by his side, just grazing his 
house and destroying all the buildings around him.

Elizabeth; M. Fustel de Cou- 
langes’s “ Antique City” (an essay on the religion, 
laws, and institutions of Greece and Rome); Abbé 
Brasseur de Bourbourg’s translation of Diego de 
Landa’s “ Relation of the Things of Yucatan” (which 
contains an abridged Maga grammar and dictionary, 
preceded by an essay on the sources of the prim- 
itive history of Mexico and Central America ac- 
cording to Egyptian monuments, and the primitive 
history of Egypt according to American monu- 
ments); M. Berthelot’s “ Leetures on the General 
Methods of Synthesis in Organic Chemistry,” an able 
work; the last number of M. Noel des Vergers’s 
work on Etruria and the Etruscans (on which he 
has spent fourteen years, ten of them laboring in 
the Tuscan Maremma, and which he has made an 
encyclopedia of everything we know about that 
obscure nation ; the price of the 3 vols. is $20) ; and 
M. Charles de Remusat’s “ Religious Philosophy: 
Natural Religion in France and England.” I heard, 
afew days since, some indications of the success 
of M. Spiers’s works; his large Dictionary has run 
through 17 editions; his Abridged Dictionary, 12 
editions; his “ Etude Raisonnée,” 23 editions; and 
his “‘ Grammaire Raisonnée,” 22 editions.

The Principles and Practice of Obstetrics. Tllus- 
trated with one hundred and fifty-nine lithogra- 
phic figures from original photographs and with 
numerous woodcuts. By Hugh L. Hodge, M.D., 
Emeritus Professor of Obstetrics, &c. in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania.

American press were inferior in point of execution 

to the average work of the London printing-offices, | 

and we instanced in support of our position numerous | 
works in general literature whose artistic finish | 
would bear comparison with the best typography of | 

Europe. 
The volumes now under consideration show that 

we are not behindhand with respect to works of 

science as well as literature. The handsome quarto 
of Dr. Hodge and the two portly octavos of Dr. 

Gross are printed and illustrated in a style which 

would do no discredit to the medical publications 

of Longmans or Churchill. The style is different, 
of course, from that of the “ artists’ edition” of the 

“Sketch-Book.” In text-books and books of refer- 

ence for medical students and practitioners luxury 

of type and margin must be subordinated to utility 

and convenience. The first object is to produce a 

volume in which a vast amount of matter shall be 

placed at a price within the reach of those for whom 
it is intended, and mere ornamentation is of course 
to be avoided. In this solid, useful style, it would 
be difficult to point out anything more thoroughly 
executed than these works. The clear, small type 
of Dr. Gross’s Surgery, and its wealth of illustrations 
are admirably printed on the finest paper; while 
the broad and ample page of Dr. Hodge’s Obstetrics 
18 so clean and well arranged that it has none of the | 
crowded indistinctness which usually renders a/| 
double column quarto objectionable. The litho- 
graphic plates of the latter are especially worthy of 
commendation. Their execution leaves little to be 
desired, while the novel application of photography 

im producing the designs insures their accuracy.

|superfluous tospeak. Dr. Hodge has been a teacher 

and leading authority in his favorite department 
of medicine for so many years that a work which 
embodies the result of nearly half a century of study 
and observation on his part becomes at once a 
standard. Dr. Gross’s volumes have already passed 
the ordeal of criticism, and are recognized as au- 
thority wherever the English language is spoken. 
|A third edition of so large a work within about five 
years, and those mostly years of turmoil and civil 
strife, ought to satisfy the ambition of any author, 
and it stamps his work with a professional approba- 
tion from which there is no appeal ; while a transla- 
tion now in course of publication in Holland shows 
that continental Europe is beginning to look across 
the Atlantic for instruction. Such works as these 
are creditable to the profession whose culture pro- 
duces them, and whose love of practical science 
renders their publication remunerative. 

Both the profession and the public are under 
obligations to Messrs. Blanchard & Lea for the 
energy, judgment, and taste which they have for 
sO many years past devoted to the formation of a 
body of Medical Literature of which our country 
may well be proud. They may look back to a long 
and honorable course of dealing with the conscious- 
ness that “their works do praise them.” 

A Manual for the Medical Officers of the United States 
Army. By Charles R. Greenleaf, M.D., Assistant 
Surgeon U.S.A. 12mo., pp. viii., 199. Phila- 
delphia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 

“The object of this work is to provide medical 
officers, and civilians who contemplate entering the 
service, with a synopsis of the duties requiyed, 
directions for performing them, and, as far as prac- 
ticable, with the forms at present in use.” It will 
remove many difficulties in the paths of the unini- 
tiated, and will prove a valuable handbook to all 
those who are engaged in the service. 

A Practical Treatise on Pulmonary Tuberculosis, em- 
bracing its History, Pathology, and Treatment. 
By Horace Green, M. D., LL. D., late President 
and Emeritus Professor of the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Medicine in the New York Medical College, 
&e. Ke. 8vo. pp. 355. New York: John Wiley. 
In this treatise the author has given the results 


of twenty-five years’ experience in the treatment of 


pulmonary tuberculosis. He has divided his work 
into three parts. The first contains a sketch of the 


views of Ancient and Modern Writers on this sub- 
ject. 
the nature and origin of chronic phthisis. 


The second is devoted to his own opinions of 
In the 
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third part he considers the treatment of the dis- 
ease. The thesis which the author endeavors to 
support is based upon the statement of Virchow, 
that “ every dyscrasia is dependent upon a permanent 
supply of noxious ingredients from certain sources,” 
and are— 

“First, That in most cases of chronic phthisis 
there are present preliminary manifestations ; or, in 
other words, that a primary pathological condition of 
certain portions of the tissue system exists, which is 
sufficiently obvious to enable the practitioner to 
detect the approach of the disease it foreshadows, 
before the occurrence of any tuberculous deposit in 
the lungs. 

“Second, That this inceptive pathological state, 
occurring in individuals having no hereditary taint, 
constitutes ultimately, if persistent, the primary 
development of a scrofulous diathesis, which dia- 
thesis may thus become permanently established, 
and therefore be hereditarily transmitted to others. 

“Third, That being early possessed of the know- 
ledge referred to in the first proposition, the physi- 
cian has it in his power, by the employment of known 
therapeutical measures, to arrest, in many cases, the 
JSurther process of the morbid action, and thereby to 
avert the fatal tendency of the disease.” 

The treatment consists mainly in the local appli- 
cation of mineral astringents and alteratives, by 
catheterization, &c.; and constitutional remedies. 
The work is handsomely illustrated, and merits the 
attention of the profession.

Two hundred pages of this work are occupied by | 

Prof. Grove’s Correlation of Physical Forces, which 

has passed to a fourth edition in England and been | 

translated into several continental languages, but 
never before reprintedin this country. The remain- 
ing papers are The Interaction of Natural Forces, by 

Prof. Helmholtz; The Forces of Inorganic Nature, 

Celestial Dynamics, and The Mechanical Equivalent 

of Heat, by Dr. J. R. Mayer; The Conservation of 

Forces, by Prof. Faraday ; The Connection and Equi- 

valence of Forces, by Prof. Liebig; and The Corre- 

lation of the Physical and Vital Forces by Dr. 

Carpenter. These names will at once be recognized 

as of the highest authority in science, and these 

monographs all relate to a doctrine which is one of 
the noblest contributions that has been made in 
modern times to scientific thought. The editor has 
done good service in bringing the papers together 
in #single volume, and they will doubtless attract 
the attention of all who are interested in studying 
the intellectual progress and tendencies of the age. 


Phrasis ; a Treatise on the History and Structure of 
the different Languages of the World, with a Com- 
parative View of the Forms of their Words, and the 
Style of their Expressions. By J. Wilson, A. M., 
author of “Errors of Grammar and Nature of 
Language.” pp. viii., 384. Albany: J. Munsell. 
Mr. Wilson’s work is divided into two parts, the 

first being “The Elements of Language,” the second 

“The History of Languages.” The respective sub 

jects of the first part are English Grammar, Latin 

Grammar, History of Nouns, of Adjectives, of Pro- 

nouns, of Particles, of Numerals, of Participles, of 

Verbs, and Etymolugy. The second part is a brief 

history of the leading ancient and modern languages. 

The work is evidently the result of a laborious and 

enthusiastic devotion to the subject. The author 
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makes use of expressions in his preface which we 
cannot help regarding as somewhat over bold, and 
rather too self-approving, and even the title of his 
book is extremely ambitious, but we have no heart to 
censure, or scarcely to criticize, where we see a man 
working earnestly year after year in some difficult 
department of knowledge, out of sheer love for his 
subject, or, it may be, from a laudable ambition to 
extend its boundaries. Philology, as it is now 
studied, is a science, and every explorer in that 
department deserves a word of good cheer, whether 
we can or cannot agree with him as to a particular 
etymon or as to the interchange of sounds in a special 
ease. Mr. Wilson is earnest and laborious. It is 
not for us in this hasty notice to scrutinize his 
views, but we are glad to see that one of our country- 
men has attempted a contribution toa subject which 
has fewer students among us than it deserves, 
The authox seems to have taken great pains to col- 
lect the materials for study, and the plan of his work 
is somewhat unique, for it impligs nothing else than 
a knowledge of the English, and is simple and plain 
enough for anybody to read, and yet, as he thinks, 
is “thorough and philosophical enough for even 
the experienced philologist to study with advan- 
tage.”” We shall be very glad to find that philolo- 
gists receive the work with favor, and our chief 
hope is that we may, by this reference to the vol- 
ume, call to it the attention of those, at home and 
abroad, who are more competent than ourselves to 
judge of its merit. 

Manual of Social Science ; being a Condensation of 
the “Principles of Social Science,” of H. C. Carey, 
LL.D. By Kate McKean. pp. 548. Philadel- 
phia: Henry Carey Baird. 

Mr. Carey has an assured reputation on both 
sides of the Atlantic as an author and student in 
the department of Social Science. His “ Principles 
of Social Science” is an elaborate work in three 
volumes, which is probably beyond the reach of 
many readers. The present volume is, however, an 
abridgment or condensation of it, so as to present 
it substantially in the form of a compendious Man- 
ual, and in the words of the larger work. The 
editor has had in view especially the needs of 
teachers and of those readers who desire to peruse 
in a brief compass the views expanded by Mr. 
Carey in his other productions. The volume is full 


| not only of the results of thought, but of provo- 


catives to thought in others, and we commend it 
to those who possess the least interest or curiosity 
in the great questions it discusses. 


HISTORY. 

A History of the World from the Earliest Records to 
the Present Time. By Philip Smith, B.A. Vol. L 
pp. 562. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

Mr. Smith was one of the principal contributors 
to the Dictionaries of Greek and Roman Antiquities, 
Biography and Geography, although the Smith 
whose name those works bear is William Smith. 
The work is to be divided into three periods, each 
complete in itself, viz., Ancient History in 2 vols., 
Medizval History in 2 vols.,and Modern History in 
4 vols. Although scholarlike in substance, it is 
by its popular tone adapted for general readers 
and school and circulating libraries. It will be 
founded on the best authorities, ancient and 
modern, original and secondary, and will take up 
the results of recent historical and critical investi- 
gations of comparative philology and of the late 
discoveries in the East. It has not the dryness, as 
it will not have the bulk of the old-fashioned “ Uni- 
versal Histories,” but it aims to tell within 4 
moderate compass the story of the whole race, so as 
to bring into one view the several parts which are 
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believed to form one great whole, and to trace their 

progress onwards under the guidance of Divine 

Providence to the end ordained in the Divine pur- 

poses. The present volume brings the narrative 

down to the accession of Philip of Macedon. The 
work is well printed, and the text is illustrated with 
numerous maps, plans, and engravings. 

History of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. By Abel Stevens, D. D. 
2 vols. pp. 423, 511. New York: Carlton & 
Porter. 

Dr. Stevens, as is well known, has been a diligent 
student of everything connected with the early 
history of Methodism in this country. It is a sub- 
ject in which he is regarded as an authority. His 
labors have now reached a result which justifies 
him in commencing the publication of the great 
work to which he has devoted himself, and these 
two volumes constitute the first instalment. The 
first volume is occupied with the planting of 
American Methodism ; the second with the plant- 
ing and training of American Methodism, bringing 
the narrative down to 1792. The work will of 
course be warmly welcomed by the large and 
powerful denomination whose history it records, 
and by all who are interested in general religious 
history. Dr. Stevens’ style is clear, straightforward, 
forcible, and at times eloquent. He is careful 
about the accuracy of his facts, and his mode of 
presenting them invests them with a vivid personal 
interest.

Arctic Researches, and Life among the Esquimaur: 
Being the Narrative of an Expedition in Search of 
Sir John Franklin, in the years 1860, 1861, and 
1862. By Charles Francis Hall. With maps and 
one hundred illustrations. pp. 595. New York: 
Harper & Brothers. 

Mr. Hall, a resident of Cincinnati, became ccn- 
vinced that authentic tidings of the fate of Franklin 
and his men might be gathered among the natives 
of the region where he disappeared. He even hoped 
that some of the crew might still be found alive. 

| Full of this project he came East, secured the scanty 
outfit which he thought essential to prosecute the 
| search, and sailed from New London, Connecticut, 
on board a Greenland Whaler, on the 29th of May, 

1860. He returned to the same port on the 13th of 

September, 1862, having been absent nearly two 

and ahalfyears. He passed two successive winters 

in the Arctic ice, and instead of returning, as did the’ 
lamented Kane, only to die, he brought back with 
him the same vigorous frame with which he set out. 

His exemption from the fearful agonies undergone 

by Kane and his men was owing to the fact that 

when among the Esquimaux he adopted their mode 
| of life. For two winters he became to all practical 
purposes an Esquimaux. Though he did not suc- 
ceed in the main object of his expedition, he learned 
more of the actual ways and modes of life in the 
frozen regions than has been learned—or, at least 

_told—by any other explorer. Some of the dishes 

of the Innuits (for so the Esquimaux style them- 

selves) he liked, others not: Reindeer fat he thinks 
as much better than the best butter, as that is than 
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lard. The frozen content of a deer’s paunch was 
“delightful; its flavor a kind of sorrel acid; it 
melted in the mouth; it had an ambrosial taste,” 
uutil he found out what it was, and then he stopped 
eating. “Seal’s blood, smoking hot from the veins 
of the living animal, is excellent. The skin of the 
whale, which looks like India rubber, is, in its raw 
state, good eating even for a white man, but when 


boiled and soused in vinegar is most excellent.” | 


Whale’s gum, an Innuit delicacy, he does not like, 


though he would eat it “if life depended upon it, | 


until he got something better.” On the whole, he 
agrees with Bruce and Mansfield Parkyns, of Abys- 
sinian fame, that raw meat is better than cooked— 
at least in the Arctic regions. From his own experi- 
ence, he thinks that white men in these countries, 
if they will live as the natives do, will live as long 
as they would at home; and, therefore, he still hopes 
that some of Franklin’s men, after almost a score of 
years, may still be living. 

In his intercourse with the Innuits, Mr. Hall was 
greatly aided by two of them with whom he formed 
a fast friendship. These were Ebierbing and his 
wife Tookoolito, who had seven years before gone 
to England, where they had been presented to the 
Queen, whom they thought “very pretty,” and had 
dined with Prince Albert, who, they said, was “a 
very kind, good man.” Both spoke English very 
fairly, and took to civilized modes of life. Tookoo- 
lito made tea for her husband, knitted socks for 
him, and when she first “ called’? upon Mr. Hall got 
herself up in a very fair imitation of the expanded 
skirts of English women; although Mr. Hall con- 
fesses that he liked her looks better when dressed 
in the fashion of her people. Ebierbing was a capi- 
tal hunter and an excellent navigator. They ac- 
companied Mr. Hall to the United States, remained 
with him for the two years in which he was en- 
gaged in writing up his book, and making prepara- 
tions for his second voyage ; and went back with 
him to their own country. Thousands upon thou- 
sands have seen “ Joe’ and “ Hannah,” Mr. Hall’s 
two Esquimaux friends, and have been struck with 
the sweet voice and feminine manners of the wo- 
man, and the quiet aspect of the man. Every 
phase of Innuit life is portrayed by Mr. Hall with 
rare minuteness; and though his experiences of 
Arctic life are far more pleasant than those of any 
other explorer, there is enough of peril and priva- 
tion recorded to give his book a place among the 
most thrilling works of adventure produced in our 
day, so full of romance and interest. 

Last July, Mr. Hall set sail for the North, to enter 
again upon his researches : “ I return,” he says, “to 
the country of the Innuits, able to speak with them, 
to live with them, to migrate with them, and thus 
to explore the region in which it is supposed Frank- 
lin and his crew travelled and perished. I enter 
upon this undertaking with lively hopes of success. 
I shall not merely set my foot upon shore for a few 
days or weeks, or, like previous explorers, journey 
among men whose language to me is unintelligible, 
but I shall live two or three years among the Es- 
quimaux and gain their confidence, and I have the 
additional advantage of understanding their lan- 
guage and of making my wants known to them.”’ 

In the meanwhile, we cannot be too thankful to 
Mr. Hall for this most interesting account of his 
first expedition. We give it the highest praise in 
our power when we say that in all respects it is 
worthy to stand by the side of Kane’s account of 
his last expedition. Which should hold the first 
place we will not venture to say. Whichever may 
be first or second, there is no other work on the 
subject at all worthy of ranking with either of 
them.

The editor deserves everybody’s thanks for the 
labor he has bestowed upon the preparation of this 
volume. Its appearance is creditable to our literary 
| taste and diligence on this side of the Atlantic. A 
| genial preface modestly intimates without narrating 
the painstaking rummage through old periodicals, a 
hunt which required something more than mere in- 
dustry, and which would have been quite fruitless 
without the instinct or skill to separate the wheat 
from the chaff. “I not only found,” says the editor, 
‘all, or nearly, of Lamb’s uncollected writings that 
are spoken of in his ‘ Life and Letters,’ but a goodly 


/number of articles from his pen which neither he 


nor his biographer has even alluded to. As I read 
these (to me) new essays, poems, and letters of 
Elia, I could not but feel somewhat indignant that 
such excellent productions of such an excellent 
writer should have been ‘underkept and down- 
suppressed’ so long.” The appreciative foot-notes 
scattered through the volume give zest to the perusal 
of the text. The pieces themselves are diverse in 
character, treatment, and length, yet they all have 
that indescribable flavor which was Elia’s, and his 
alone. The collection, besides its intrinsic merits, 
constitutes an indispensable supplement to the 
current editions of Lamb’s works.
